2.—'T’o choose all necessary town officers—Clerk, Treas- 
urer, Selectmen, Assessors, School Committee, Auditor, Ceme- 
tery Commissioner, Library Trustee, Elector under the will of 
Oliver Smith, Tree Warden, all to be voted for on one ballot. 
The ballot for the ladies will contain the name of School Com- 
mittee only. 


Art. 3.—To vote by ballot ‘‘ Yes” or ‘‘ No” upon the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Shall license be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town ?” 


ArT. 4.—To receive and act upon reports of all Officers, 
Committees, Commissioners, Trustees of the Town. 


Art. 5.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray Town charges for the coming year, and appropriate 
the same. 
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Art. 6.—To act upon the list of Jurors prepared by the 
Registrars. 

Art. 7.—T'o see if the Town will appropriate a certain sum 
for Memorial Day. 

Art. 8.—To see what the Town will do with the money 
received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Art. 9.—'To see if the Town will make an appropriation for 
the Public Library. 


Art. 10.—To see if the Town will employ a Superintendent 
of Schools, and raise money for his salary. | 


Art. 11.—To see if the Town will raise five per cent or any 
fixed per cent on amount of Town Grant, State and County 
Taxes, the same to be allowed to those who pay their taxes on 
or before August 1, 1904. 


Art. 12.—To see if the Town will instruct its Selectmen to 
borrow money if necessary, in anticipation of Taxes, for the 
coming year. 


ArT. 13.—To see if the Town will accept $100 from the City 
of Northampton for damages done to the Northwest School 
House.

Selectmen’s Report. 


Town affairs have moved along quietly during the past year, 
no very important issues having come in to disturb us. 

The pauper bill still continues to grow larger, owing to the 
increasing demands fer aid, two new applications for help havy- 
ing come this year. | 

Mrs. Rose Wagner, whose husband has deserted her and 
their three children, leaving them in a destitute condition. 
Bela K. Crafts, a former resident of this Town, applied for 
aid afew months ago. He said his wife was dying of a cancer 
in the stomach. ‘They are living with Mrs. Crafts’ daughter in 
Marlboro, and the city of Marlboro had already given them 
$50, which it requested this Town to refund them. We 
went to Marlboro, and found Mrs. Crafts in a bad condi- 
ticn, and we agreed to allow them $5 per week under the 
Soldiers’ Relief act. Subsequently we discovered that Mrs. 
Crafts was to receive some money due her on a mortgage, and 
notified Marlboro that as Mrs. Crafts had money we should do 
no more for them, and advised the city to look to Mrs. Crafts 
for reimbursement. So far we have only paid out $15 for 
them, and a letter was received from Mrs. Crafts’ daughter 
January 20th, saying that she thought the money received by 
her mother, if carefully expended, would be sufficient to last 
while her mother lived. 

The Town was compelled last summer to take Mrs. Bridget 
Powers, and afterward her son James, to the Northampton 
Insane Hospital, and has been obliged to pay their expenses 
there since, but it is hoped that this money, wholly or in part, 
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will be returned to the Town as soon as the funds from the 
Whalen estate become available. 

Elisha Rood is in a nearly helpless condition, and will proba- 
bly cost the Town more, rather than less, as long as he lives. 

The highways have been kept in their usual repair, and we 
would recommend that a similar appropriation of money as last 
year be made for them the coming year. 

The bridges and culverts have been repaired in many places, 
and the bridge that was by vote of the Town to be put on near 
Asa Dickinson’s, was contracted for and begun, but the price 
was so very reasonable, as we considered it, that we have waited 
upon the contractor, and it is not yet completed. A similar 
appropriation as was made last year would seem to be enough 
for their repair the ensuing year. 

We have been obliged to expend for railings more than our 
appropriation called for, as the greater part of the Town had 
little or no railings and was in a dangerous condition, but a 
small sum ought to be sufficient for this purpose the coming 
year. : 

Another section of State road was nearly completed last fall, 
giving us now two and one-fourth miles of permanent roadway. 

The Town is on equally as good or better footing than last 
year. We have a note of $500 to pay, but with the small sum 
in the Treasury we thought it best not to pay at this time, as 
there are school orders and others that must be paid very soon, 
and unless there would be money coming into the Treasury 
soon, we would be unable to meet these orders. The Collector 
returns a large amount of uncollected taxes, and we think it 
would be a wise plan for the Town to vote that all taxes should 
be collected and settled in full at the close of the year, as has 
been done in the past.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee, Town of Whately : 


GENTLEMEN :—In conformity with your rule, I herewith sub- 
mit my first annual report as Superintendent of the schools of 
your town. 

In making this report I think it best that I should confine 
myself chiefly to a consideration of the internal management of 
the schools, leaving the subjects of buildings, school grounds, 
fuel and finance for your report. This course might suggest a 
general division of subjects, but, since ail questions relating to 
the welfare of schools are necessarily interconnected, such a 
division will be seen to be rather a matter of convenience than 
of requirement. Moreover, a discussion of subjects from dif- 
ferent points of view may be of great mutual advantage, so 
neither Superintendent nor Committee need feel that the other 
is encroaching by anything that is said. 


TEACHERS. 


Since the opening of school last September there has been 
but one change in the teaching force of the town, and conse- 
quently the work has gone on without the delays always result- 
ing, in greater or less degree, from such changes. We have to 
regret the resignation of Miss Mowry in the North Center 
school, which took effect at the beginning of the Christmas vaca- 
tion. Her long and faithful service, the keen interest she took 
in the pupils, and the high place she held in the community 
made the vacancy created by her resignation an unusually diffi- 
cult one to fill. We were fortunate to secure for this position 
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the services of Miss Hattie Harris of Deerfield, whose experience 
and training enable her to continue Miss Mowry’s work with no 
serious delay. A list of the teachers now under appointment is 
given later in this report. All are doing good, conscientious 
work, and the results are quite as good as can be expected under 
existing conditions. When each teacher is obliged to divide 
the time at her disposal among classes ranging all the way 
from Kindergarten to those preparing for High School, it is a 
physical impossibility to give each the attention they deserve. 
It is difficult to say how this evil can best be removed, but it is 
to be hoped that the day is not far distant when some prac- 
ticable remedy may be found. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance during the year has been very fair, not, how- 
ever, all that could be desired or expected. It requires a great 
deal of tact and earnest effort on the part of the teachers to 
so interest their pupils that they will attend regularly when 
parents are indifferent and place little value on prompt and 
constant attendance. The teachers have given the matter 
much attention, and the attendance has been considerably 
helped thereby. Tardiness has been especially annoying, since 
this form of irregular attendance is usually without any good 
excuse. The teachers have done their best to lessen the evil, 
and have succeeded in so far that it is now chiefly confined toa 
few chronic cases, on whom no ordinary appeal seems to have 
any effect. Such cases are fit subjects for the attention ofa 
truant officer. It is well for all who are responsible for children 
of school age to refresh their memory on the State Law with 
regard to school attendance. 


‘Section 31:—Any person having under his contro] a child 
between seven and fourteen years of age who fails, for five day 
sessions or ten half-day sessions within a period of siz months 
while under such control, to cause such child to attend school 
as required by Section 12 of this act, the physical and mental 
condition of such child not being such as to render his attend- 
ance at school harmful or impracticable, upon complaint of a 
truant officer, and conviction thereof, shall forfeit and pay a 
fine of not more than twenty dollars. Any person who induces, 
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or attempts to induce, any child to absent himself unlawfully 
from school shall forfeit and pay a fine of not more than fifty 
doliars.”’ 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


During the year it has been my duty to prepare a course of 
study for use in the schools of this town. In arranging this 
course I have had it in mind to make such a course as would 
not only give uniformity to the work in the several schools 
and a suitable basis for grading, besides giving the teachers a 
definite line of work to follow, but also to present a course that 
would thoroughly prepare for High School and at the same time 
give those pupils who go no further than the Grammar grades a 
thorough working knowledge of the common branches. As 
will be seen by the more detailed description that follows, the 
course has been materially lengthened and some subjects given 
place not before accorded them. 


(a) ARITHMETIC. 


By practically universal consent arithmetic has been accorded 
the first place in school curricula, and properly so. No other 
subject, reading and spelling excepted, is so constantly used in 
every-day life. With this in mind, the course has been so 
planned as to give the subject a prominent place throughout 
the full nine years. In the last year the subject is completed 
and thoroughly reviewed. The latter part of the year is devoted 
to the study of algebra, with especial reference to its bearing on 
arithmetic. The object of this is, first, to get the pupils into 
the habit of thinking algebraically before taking up the subject 
in High School, and secondly, to make clear some of the things 
in arithmetic that cannot be explained so satisfactorily in any 
other way. Moreover, it helps to bridge the gap between 
Grammar School and High School, and, by giving pupils a 
glimpse into higher work, may encourage them to continue 
their education farther than they otherwise would. 


(0) LANGUAGE AND GRAMMAR. 


Formerly the approved way of teaching pupils to speak and 
write English correctly was to drill them thoroughly in the 
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principles of technical grammar, apparently on the supposition 
that, once these principles were thoroughly memorized, nothing 
more need be done. How poorly this accomplished its purpose 
is shown by the daily speech of such pupils generally and their 
miserable attempts at composition in letters and elsewhere. 

This method had its advantages, however. It was much 
easier and required much less effort on the part of the teacher. 
Probably this explains in a large measure why, with such 
marked advances in other kinds of school work, English has 
continued to be taught in the same old way for so many years. 

The course now in use confines the teaching of technical 
grammar to the last two years in Grammar School, when the 
pupils are sufficiently advanced to understand the significance — 
of the principles presented. In the early part of the course the 
whole attention is given to teaching the pupils to use English 
correctly by means of conversation, letter writing, reproduction 
of stories and other forms of composition. In the eighth and 
ninth grades also the pupils are given constant practice in the 
correct use of the principles learned. ‘These last two years aim 
to give such a foundation in the grammar of the English lan- 
guage as will enable the pupils to take up in High School the 
study of Latin, French and German to best advantage. 


(c) GEOGRAPHY AND HISTORY. 


It may be difficult to decide just what branches of study in 
Grammar grades are most important, but certainly, after giving 
reading, spelling and arithmetic reasonable time, geography 
and history should have large attention. The one opens to the 
child his world environment and greatly aids him to adjust 
himself to it for his enjoyment and profit; the other opens to 
the child his racial, national and personal relations in time. 
Assuredly, we can hardly conceive of anything in education 
of more importance than the studies that enlarge our world 
horizon and project our thought backward through the ages. 
Geography and history bring to our knowledge and sympathies 
the distant and the ancient, other climes and other times. 

This larger vision and broader feeling, while cultivating 
appreciation of the worth of all lands, all peoples, and of all 
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periods, cannot otherwise than exalt our homeland in the esteem 
of school children. This will be patriotism of the right sort, 
not ignorant, popular-swayed sentiment, but that intelligent 
understanding of our nation’s worth which will contribute to 
the best citizenship. 

The value of geographical and historica] studies being ad- 
mitted, it becomes a serious problem how to teach them prop- 
erly in the already crowded Grammar School curriculum. In 
both subjects there is a wealth of material, and much must be 
left to be filled in from outside sources. Conversations, busi- 
ness transactions, newspapers, libraries, all help to fill in the 
gaps necessarily left vacant in order that the essentials may be 
given due prominence. In the course under consideration an 
attempt has been made to present the subjects according to the 
most approved ideas. In the seventh grade some of the salient 
points of English history are presented, and special emphasis is 
placed on the relation of those facts to our own history. The 
work is continued in the eighth and ninth grades with detailed 
study of American history. 

In both history and geography the ninth year is meant to be 
a culmination of all that has gone before, a gathering together 
of the facts that have been presented, and a fitting of them into 
their proper relations. It is the keystone of the whole struc- 
ture, without which much that has gone before loses its real 
significance. 


DRAWING AND MUSIC. 


The time has come when drawing and music can no longer be 
regarded in the light of ‘‘special’’ subjects. They are not 
special in any sense, except that specially trained teachers are 
necessary for their proper presentation. Not only have these 
subjects sufficient educational value in themselves to warrant 
them a place in all school curricula, but they are now recog- 
nized as having a decidedly beneficial effect on school work in 
general. It is not the aim to make artists, but rather to so 
enrich the lives of our pupils that they may have at least an 


intelligent appreciation of the beautiful, whether inv color, 
architecture or music. 
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Another object is to lead pupils by means of drawing to see 
things more clearly and accurately. It is not those who draw 
well already who need this, for they already see, but those who 
eannot draw. The boy who has the ability to reproduce accu- 
rately what he sees has a vast advantage over those who have 
not, and will always be in demand. Then, too, if children are 
led to appreciate beauty in color and architecture there will, in 
time, be less occasion to regret the unsightly buildings, both 
public and private, which disfigure almost every town. 

As to music, observation has shown that not one normal child 
in a hundred is without real musical ability in greater or less 
degree. In nearly every instance of persons physically normal 
yet unable to sing, or at least ‘‘carry a tune”, such inability is 
the result of neglecting to develop the natural talent already 
possessed. Moreover, a knowledge of music does much to 
increase one’s appreciation of it. We appreciate what we under- 
stand. 

Or, to take another view of the subject, the demand for some 
knowledge of music is greater to-day than ever before. Many 
High Schools demand it for entrance, and some Colleges have 
ruled that a knowledge of Theory of Music may be offered as a 
substitute for certain other subjects for entrance. More impor- 
tant still are the demands for musical ability that meet the 
younger generation at every step—at home, in the church, and 
everywhere that people congregate for worship or entertainment. 

Without saying more, I would urge your careful consideration 
of this matter. Special teachers, who will visit the schools 
every week or two to give lessons and plan the daily work to be 
given by the regular teachers, can be secured at a comparatively 
small cost to the town. The results will, I believe, fully justify 
the expenditure. 


EXAMINATION AND-PROMOTION. 


Not many years ago examinations were regarded as the right 
and only way of determining the ability of pupils and their 
promotion from grade to grade. Later, when educators began 
to see that many pupils could not be judged fairly by this 
means alone, a sharp reaction came. As is often the case, the 
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pendulum swung too far to the other extreme. Pupils came to 
be promoted too often because of the indulgence of the teachers, 
or from dread of parental displeasure, or even from fear lest the 
teacher’s own incompetence might be discovered unless all were 
promoted. In fact, a system of promotions by teachers’ recom- 
mendations alone does bring too much strain upon the good 
will, the fear of censure, or the policy motives of some teachers. 
What seems to be a better plan is now in use, and promotions 
will be made on this next June. 

At the end of each term examinations are held for each grade, 
and the standings carefully recorded. The papers are placed 
on file, and those of doubtful cases are liable to inspection at 
any time. Daily work is also carefully noted and marked. 
Toward the end of the year each teacher will prepare classified 
lists of their pupils, showing points of strength or weakness in 
studies, age, years in grade, etc. Shortly before the close of 
school these lists will be gone over carefully by the teachers and 
Snperintendent, and the doubtful cases will be discussed from 
all points of view. Habits of study, home surroundings, health, 
_and prospects of continued school attendance, daily and exam- 
ination standings, are all taken into account to ascertain, if 
possible, the pupil’s power and what is for his greatest good 
without detriment to others. This plan, it is hoped, will do 
away with some of the misfits in the several grades. 


EQUIPMENT? 


During the year considerable has been done to keep the 
equipment of the schools abreast of the times. A large share of 
the expenditure for books has, however, been to replace those 
worn out or obsolete. Text-books in constant use are short- 
lived at best, and this part of our equipment needs constant 
attention, if the teachers are not to be hampered in their work. 

I would recommend that materials for teaching music 
and drawing in all the schools be purchased before the begin-. 
ning of school next year. With these exceptions the schools 
are well equipped, and, with such additions from time to time as — 
necessity requires and our resources permit, we can hope soon to 
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have them provided with all the aids that modern and _ pro- 
gressive methods demand. 

In closing let me express to you, Gentlemen of the School 
Committee, my appreciation of your courtesy and of the confi- 
dence you have reposed in me. I wish also to express my 
thanks to the teachers and parents who have so cordially coép- 
erated with me in the school work of this year.
